a fair rental should be paid, and 
that rental should be the subject of 
competition. 


There is a law upon the statute 
books requiring all city councils to 
sell these franchises to the highest 
bidder, and making it the duly of

and

bond 
guaranteeing 
that the provisions of the ordinance

carried out in good faith. 
There are several parties asking 
for these franchises. 
T w o of these 
parties have asked

is informed that outside parties are 
anxious to buy the franchise from 


the party to whom it is granted. 
It is a matter of common know l­ 


edge of most ot the citizens of S e ­ 
dalia that the 
gas com pany last 
summ?r paid $7, 500 for a renewal 


of its franchise. 
H ow much the electric franchise 
would sell for the D em o crat does 


not know; but certainly the council 
should offer it for sale instead of

Extended Runs for Katy Passen­ 
ger Engines. 


DENISON 
TO 
MUSCOGEE.

Two Conductors Hereafter. 
There has been much discussion 
within the last few years in railroad 
circles concerning the handling of 
excursion and other trains carrying 
large numbers of passengers. 
A number of times accidents have 
happened to these heavily loaded 
trains and, 
almost invariably, in­ 
vestigation developed the fact that 
the conductor was so busy taking 
tickets that he did not have time to 
pay the proper attention to running 
the train. 
T h e receivers of the Baltimore 
and O hio railroad have been in ­ 
vestigating this 
matter 
for some 
time, and have decided that, here­ 
after, whenever there are excursion 
trains on the road, that there shall 
be two conductors to each train. 
It will be the duty of one of t. icic 
conductors to attend to tkc p as­ 
sengers and collect the tickets, while 
the other will look after the run­ 
ning of the train. 
General M anager Greene has is­ 
sued the following order to general 
superintendents, 
effective 
F e b ­ 
ruary 3: 
‘ ‘In view of the com ing inaugural, 
when we will have a very large pas­ 
senger business, I deem it essential 
that 
the 
trains 
should 
be 
fully 
manned. 
Y o u arc hereby author­ 
ized to put on an extra man on all 
these extra trains, who will take the 
tickets, leaving the regular co n d u c­ 
tor to give his full time to the run­ 
ning of the train. 
This not only 
applies to the inauguration trains, 
but 
ail 
excursion 
trains 
in 
the 
future. " 


A Record-Breaking Ride. 
A Denver dispatch of the 
i6th 
says: 
The special train from C h i­ 
cago, over the Chicago, Burlington 
and Q u in cy and the Burlington and 
Missouri 
railroads, 
chartered 
by 
H enry J. M ayhan, a D enver mining 
investment broker, reached this city 
at 3:52 a. m. 
today, 
having run 
1, 026 miles in eighteen hours and 
flfty-two 
minutes. 
This journey 
goes into history as the greatest 
railway feat ever accom plished. The 


best previous railroad long distance 
record was nineteen hours and fifty- 
seven minutes for 964 miles, 
over 
the New York Central and 
Lake 
Shore railroads, 
from New Y c r k to 
Chicago. 
Mr. Mayhan, who left New York 
Sunday on the 
Pennsylvania lim ­ 
ited, 
chartered 
a special train at 
Chicago in order to reach the bed ­ 
side of his dying son, Wm. B. M a y ­ 
han, 
as quickly as possible. 
The 
Burlington officials agreed to take 
him to Denver in twenty-four hours. 
It was at first thought the trip might 
be made in twenty-one hours. Every 
resource of the Burlington system 
was brought into play, and over two 
hours were clipped off from the best 
running time that was thought to be 
possible. 
On straight sections of 
track the train covered more than 
sixty miles an hour. 
The mountain 
climb from Akron, CoL , to Denver, 
118 miles, was made in 
124 m in­ 
utes, the train running an even mile 
a minute much of the distance. 
At Lincoln, Neb. , Trav^cling E n ­ 
gineer Dixon, 
of the Burlington, 
entered the cab of the engine, and 
remained with each engineer as he 
came on until the train 
reached 
Denver. 
No 
special 
train bearing 
high 
officials of the nation ever attracted 
more careful attention from the o f­ 
ficers of 
the railway. 
Telegrams 
from all parts of the United States 
inquired concerning the progress of 
the train and the possibility of Mr. 
M ayhan reaching the side of his 
son 
in time at least to grasp his 
hand before he was beckoned across 
the dark river. 
A t the Burlington 
passenger office 
in this 
city the 
representatives were kept busy an ­ 
swering questions from friends and 
well-wishers of 
the family. 
But, 
in spite of the Burlington's splendid 
record, 
Mr. 
M ayhan 
arrived 
in 
Denver too laic to see his son alive. 
The young man died shortly after 
midnight.

Pomeroy, a 


railway mail clerk, appointed from 
St. 
Louis July 30, 1894, and who 
had a run between St. Louis and 
Kansas C ity, has been removed. 
T h e cause given is that Pom eroy 


made a misrepresentation as to his 
age. 
It if said that at the time he 
took the examination he said he was 
born in 1863, but that he has since 
admitted that the true date of his 
birth was 1855. 
Postoffice Inspector Johnson said 
last night to a Giobe-Dcraocrat re­ 
porter that Pomeroy was one of the 
men 
recently 
promoted 
from 
a 
helper to the position of head clerk 
in charge of a mail car. 
Mr. John­ 
son did not work on the case, but 
his supposition was that Pomeroy 
had given his age as 31 instead of 
39 at the time of his original ap- 
pointmcat, because the rules of the 
mail service department require ap ­ 
plicants to be under 35 years of 
age. 
Mr. Johnson said he did not 
think there would be any other pen­ 
alties imposed other than dismissal.
